ST. JOHN'S LUTHERAN CHURCH, WASHBURN PARK 


St. John’s Lutheran Church, Washburn Park, Minneapolis, was 
organized in 1883, during the year that marked the four hundredth 
anniversary of the birth of Martin Luther. It is significant that St. 
John's was the first permanent English Lutheran congregation to 
be established in all this great territory northwest of Chicago. Dr. 
William A. Passavant, home mission superintendent of the General 
Council, was the man whose vision and zeal is responsible for the 
planting of the church in this area. He found in George H. Trabert, 
the sacrificial Apollos who watered,’’ and God gave the increase. 


St. John’s has occupied three places of worship in its history, the 
present edifice having been erected in 1926. In moving to the present 
location a merger with St. James mission in the Washburn Park area 
was effected. The beautiful Gothic structure, enhanced by its spacious 
setting, is one of the finer church buildings in the city. The Parish 

ouse and Chapel was erected in 1948. 


It would not be possible in this brief sketch to record even the names 
of the Pastors, who served St. John’s through good report and evil.“ 
‘Their monument is not only the brick and stone, but the living stones 
of the true Church of Christ. The present pastors are the Rev. John 

W. Rilling, and the Rev. Louis E. Ulrich, Jr.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


On September 17 and 18, 1890, a Missionary Conference was held in St. John's 
Church, Minneapolis. The occasion was the visit of the Rev. Wm. A. Passavant, 
Superintendent of English Home Missions of the General Council. At his invitation 
the several Missionary Pastors assembled at St. John’s, the oldest of the Missions. St. 
John's was then seven years old. 

The result of this conference was a resolution by the Home 11 Committee 
that they believed that the necessities of English Home Mission work imperatively | 
demand the ultimate formation of an English Synod in the Northwest but left the ' 
determination of the time to the judgment of the men occupying the field.’’ 

After sixty years, it is our privilege to assemble again in St. John’s; not now as a 
Missionary Conference only, but as a well organized and well developed Synod; a 
growing group of congregations that maintains its pristine vision of Missions and. 
devotion to them. This is borne out by the fact that at this convention we are able 
to report a larger number of Mission congregations in Synod than in former years. 

St. John’s offers an excellent example of the wisdom and faith of the Fathers. In 
all respects; numerical strength of the congregation, commodious facilities and excellent 
location of the Church 2 ort an ever-enlarging record of benevolence; a strong 
program of evangelism; a large and well-manned Sunday School; representation in all 
of the auxiliary activities 42 he Synod and ULCA; St. John’s stands as a witness to 
the faith and vision of the Fathers. God giveth the increase. Let us plant and water.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


On September 17 and 18, 1890, a Missionary Conference was held in St. John's 
Church, Minneapolis. The occasion was the visit of the Rev. Wm. A. Passavant, 
Superintendent of English Home Missions of the General Council. At his invitation 
the several Missionary Pastors assembled at St. John’s, the oldest of the Missions. St. 
John's was then seven years old. 

The result of this conference was a resolution by the Home 1 Committee 
that they believed that the necessities of English Home Mission work imperatively 
demand the ultimate formation of an English Synod in the Northwest but left the 
determination of the time to the judgment of the men occupying the field. 

3 After sixty years, it is our privilege to assemble again in St. John’s; not now as a2 

Missionary Conference only, but as a well organized and well developed Synod; a 
growing group of congregations that maintains its pristine vision of Missions and 
devotion to them. This is borne out by the fact that at this convention we are able 
to report a larger number of Mission congregations in Synod than in former years.

The State of the Church 


The life and activity of the Synod have been maintained at a high level. We can N 
give thanks to God for the continued absence of dissension in and among the congre- 


gations. More positively we are bound to praise God for pastors who preach the ö 


Word with power; for congregations who respond to the Word with sober seriousness 
of life, and with liberal gifts of beneficence. 

There was a period during the past year when the number of vacancies in Synod 
was alarmingly large. During this period our congregations were patient and fore- 
bearing. Seminary students made themselves available for regular and for intermittent 


ae supply. Calls to Seminary graduates and to other qualified ministers have brought 


the number of vacancies to four. Three of these are in the process of issuing calls. Thus 
Synod is approaching 4 more normal and more desirable condition of operation. 

Two-thirds of our congregations report increases in the number of communicants. 
Three-fourths report gains in baptized members. Revisions of membership rolls inci- 
dent to change of pastors account for some of the decreases reported. On the other 
hand, it is a matter of deep concern when any congregation feels compelled to make 
such a revision downward. 

The report of the Treasurer of Synod will be a source of, joy to all who are inter- 
ested in Synod's responsibility. Every congregation Wwas tepresented in the general 
benevolence receipts. Synod was able to overpay its share to the U. L. C. A. by 
$90,000. To meet U. L. C. A. apportionment in 1950 Synod needs to add $10, 000 
to the amount paid in 1949. L. W. A. quota was met, but very little more. 

Great preparation and prayer has been put forth for C, H. E. Y. and L. W. A. 
Secretary Graf has given proof of his stewardship in his office. This convention should

Salaries: Congregations are increasingly aware of the need for 8 salary pay - 
ments, and are striving toward meeting that need. In several instances pastors’ salaries 
are still woefully low. Lay delegates to this convention will be serving their respective 
congregations if they will see to it that this matter is reviewed regularly: 

Synodical Staff: Throughout the year your synodical staff has worked together 
harmoniously in office and field work. Miss Blakely, secretary to the president, has 
been of inestimable value to him and to the Synod during the period of the interim 
presidency. Miss Lemke, secretary in the Stewardship office, began work in July, 1949. 
Mrs. Rheingans assists in Treasurer Helwig's office. Field Missionary Shelhart has con- 
tinued his regular mission organizing schedule in the Milwaukee area. Secretary Graf 
has been a tower of strength and an aggressive traveler everywhere in Synod. Upon 
him devolved many of the decisions during the interim presidency. Synod may well 
mark his accomplishments. Due to illness the Rev. H. J. Motz-kus was compelled to 
relinquish the work of organizing Bethlehem Church, Billings. But thanks be to God.

. But one thing I do, forgetting what lies behind and straining forward to what 
1 ahead, I press on toward the goal for the prize of the upward call of God in 
Christ Jesus. (Philippians 3:14) : 

Saint Paul admonishes to forget what is behind. It is not easy to treat lightly the 
accomplishments of Dr. Erland Nelson, president of Carthage College 1943-1949, 
during whose administration there were made great gains in the physical facilities of 
the college. New heights in enrollment also were achieved. During that period, cash 
invested in plant additions or improvements totaled $365,688. 43° There were also 
plant additions involving the Student Union, the Commons, Collegeville Apartments, 
and a warehouse paid for by the federal. government, totaling $195,000. 

But, like Saint Paul, Erland Nelson's parting words were to press forward. 

A full report of the 1948-49 Carthage College year was mailed to every pastor of 
the Northwest Synod in the form of a combined President’s Report and Treasurer 8 
Statement. The details presented in it will not be repeated here. 

Pressing forward. Carthage College is looking forward hopefully to a suc- 
cessful Christian Higher Education Year appeal. Of this $6,000,000 objective, 
$429,250 has been quota’d for Carthage College. 

Several years ago, the Board of Trustees established the following objectives, to be 
completed by 1960 at Carthage College:

This is the long-range 8 of Carthage College to its constituent Synods. 
Recently Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, President, United Lutheran Church in America, 
made the following challenging statement: 

The existence of a few well-managed colleges where Christianity is 
blended with intellectualism will be a leaven among other institutions of 
learning. This goal will not be achieved if the church colleges are merely 
run-of-the-mine institutions, lacking in quality and distinctive character. 

Addressing the Board of Trustees on February 3, 1950, in Chicago, at the Mid- 
year meeting, President Morris Wee summarized his administrative philosophy as 


follows: 


“The real foundation of Carthage College is the church. If the love, 
loyalty and concern of the members of the four participating Synods can 
be gained for our school, we have a strong guarantee for the future. Be- 
cause of this, Carthage College must always serve the church and be respon- 
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sible to it, But it must never be timid about its rightful place in the 
budgets of the Synods. One of our sister colleges receives $125,000 from 
its supporting Synods. Such support is the equivalent of interest on 
$6,000,000 of government bonds invested for endowment. (By contrast, 
our constituent Synods, with a 20 per cent larger membership, give Carthage 
about one-third of that amount.) But the value of such concern is far 
greater than even this tremendous financial advantage. It is the assurance of 
the very real concern of the church for the college, and must constitute the 
greatest single encouragement for the staff of our sister —— They know 
that their Synods are solidly back of the college! 

“Our constituent Synods will write out their assurance to Carthage in 
indelible letters if they underwrite the college program in a comparable and 
proportionate fashion. The college must deserve this support, to be sure. 
But in the two or three critical years of adjustment required for establishing 
an important college, the increased costs must be borne by the Synods or 
the boards must accept deficit operations.. . The Synods can demonstrate 
their confidence by declaring themselves ready to more completely under- 
write at this time the expenses of a college which will serve them. 


The Northwest Synod is being asked to increase its annual support of Carthage 
College to $15,000. 
At the same time, the other constituent Synods are being asked for the following 
amounts: Iowa. $7,000; Wartburg, $8,000; Illinois Synod, $30,000; making a 
total of $60,000 in comparison with $43,000 during the past fiscal year. 
Dr. Fry's vision cannot be realized unless Carthage College is supported more gen- 
erously by its constituent Synods. It has only three sources of income: Tuition, 
endowment earnings, and church gifts. Income from the operation of our farms is 
certain to be down from the high wartime peak. Veteran enrollment is dropping off 
rapidly. We must look to the Synods and to the church at large for the amount of 
money necessary to balance the budget. 

Benjamin Fine, education editor, New York Times. puts it this way: 


“Our colleges and universities are in a bad way. Today, one of every 
five is hobbling along on a deficit. By next year, nearly three out of five 
may be in the red. The plain, brutal truth is that our institutions of 
higher learning are not getting enough money to keep going. 


New Administrative Leadership 


In en 1949, Dr. Morris Wee, then Director of Student Service, National 
Lutheran Council, was named president of Carthage College to succeed Dr. Erland 
Nelson, resigned. The election of Dr. Wee won the hearty acclaim of Lutheran church- 
men and educators. He brings to the college a background of four years of contact 
and experience acquired through four years of extensive travel and observation. 

As Dean of the College for the 1949-50 college year, the Trustees named Dr. 
Stuart Baller. His educational qualifications and administrative genius are being 
demonstrated on the campus. 

And at the Midwinter meeting of the Board of Trustees, Dr. Ruth Wick, assistant 
director of the Division of Student Service, National Lutheran Council, was named 
vice president of Carthage College. In this election Carthage achieved the distinction 
of — the first ULCA college to hame a woman as vice president.

Finances 


As 2 previously, plant expansion during the years 1943-1949 at e 
College was made with current income. Again, during the past year, building con- 
struction totaling $19,912.13 was covered in this way. In addition, there was an 
excess of income over expenditures totaling $77,569.14. This, however, was required 
to restore to the Plant Fund of the college funds which had been used to complete 

payment of Memorial Dormitory when church gifts failed by nearly $100,000 to 
cover the building costs. 

Recently the college was named beneficiary i in the will of Howard J. Slagle, residing 
in San Diego, California. It is estimated that the net amount to accrue to the college 
will be between $50,000 and $60,000. 

Carthage College welcomes gifts of this kad: It also solicits annuity contracts. 

Specific information about the college’s annuity program may be secured from Wm. 
C. Krauss, treasurer, Carthage College, Carthage, Illinois. 
And now a word of appreciation to the Northwest Synod. Through the years it 
has been of considerable financial assistance, and its members have cooperated appre- 
ciably in the student recruiting program of the college. In both categories, intensified 
interest is solicited urgently.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
MISSIONS. | 


Nineteen hundred forty-nine has been a year of changes in Home Mission leadership. 


Dr. Gerberding left this office on December 31, 1948, bringing to a close twenty-two 


years of consecrated, wise, and forward-looking leadership. By election of the Execu- 
tive Committee, Dr. L. V. Downing became his successor, and continued in office 
until August 1, 1950. His many years on the Executive Committee, his leadership 
in Wooddale Church from the time of its organization, his understanding of our 
mission tradition and field, coupled with genuine interest and sanctified wisdom made 
him a highly qualified servant of the Synod. He met the responsibilities of the office 
most commendably. This convention of Synod moe recognize his service by a proper 
resolution, 


Upon assumption of his office on Keine . and pursuant to action of the Executive 


Committee designating him the superintendent of Home Missions, your president took 


over the duties of the office. He is conscious of having inherited a strong missionary 
tradition and a well developed missionary procedure in the Synod. This tradition and 
procedure, together with the general oversight exercised by the Board of American 
Missions and its continuing assistance, have resulted in the regular progress of this 
part of Synod’s program. | |

personnel 
Field Missionary Shelhart continues his activities in the Milwaukee area. In a recent 


issue of The Lutheran he is referred to as the Palm Sunday Church Organizer. 


His offering to this convention of Synod is Martin Luther in the Blue Mound Road area. 

The Rev. H. J. Motz-kus began his work as Field Missionary on February 1, 1949. 
His first assignment was Billings, Montana. March 1 he was on the field, canvassing, 
and seeking a place to meet. In May the first services were held in a remodeled barn. 


He was compelled to relinquish the work in July because of illness. After a rest of 


several months his health was sufficiently restored that he was able to accept the call 
to the pastorate of St. Mark’s, Jefferson, 

A combination of providential circumstances made it possible for Synod to secure 
the services of the Rev. Paul J. Gerberding to complete the organization of Bethlehem, 
Billings. His daughter and her husband were outstanding leaders in the new mission. 
Pastor Gerberding Was just ready to retire from Missionary Organization work. He 
came to Billings in August and brought the mission to its organization on December 
18. 1949. He left the field on January 1, 1950. Pastor Gerberding’s willingness and 


work are deeply appreciated. . 


By action of the Executive Committee a call was extended to the Rev. Rodney 
Hansen to become Field Missionary. This call was accepted and Pastor Hansen began 
his work on January 1, 1950. He has re-surveyed the field in Minot, North Dakota; 
served Bethlehem, Billings, for six weeks prior to the arrival of the first pastor; and 
is now assigned to assist in the St. Cloud field until July 1. In August, * 
Hansen will begin work in Tanners Lake area, east of St. Paul. 


Self Support 


Milwaukee, Nativity. the Rev. Arno Martin, Pastor, e this distinction be- 
ginning January 1, 1950. Nativity was organized in 1933, in the depth of the 
depression, by the Rev. A. C. Baughman, who became the first pastor. He was suc- 
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ed by the: Rev. John D. Roth who served but 2 shoit time before entering the 
Chaplaincy. The Rev. Arno Martin has been pastor since 1945. 


New Missions 


Billings, Bethlehem. Organized December 18, 1949, with 52 8 members. 

Milwaukee, Martin Luther. Organized April 2, 1950, with 110 charter members. 
Montfort, Wisconsin. Organized April 2, 1950, with 31 charter members. This 
congregation is the result of the alert eye of Pastor J. J. Lippoldt, the Bishop of 
Grant County; and the hearty work of the Rev. John Gerberding. Pastor Gerberding 
regularly serves the churches at Burton and Lancaster. Young, able, and aggressive, 
he was willing and eager to enter Montfort. Synod purchased an abandoned church 
in that village. Gerberding and Lippoldt saw to its remodeling. Gerberding gathered 
the charter members. And so, the circle of Synod is enlarged by the addition of 
another congregation. | 


Mission Status 


Three congregations of varying ages were granted mission status by the Board of 
American Missions as the result of re-surveys under the direction of the Board of 
American Missions. 


Durham, Bethlehem Church. Seminary Graduate George Christ has been called.

St. Paul, Mound’s View. This has been a preaching point for twenty years for 4 


Seminary students. Student Emerson Jury has had charge for almost two years. Under 
his aggressive leadership the membership has increased to the place where mission status 
has been granted. In addition, a branch Sunday School has been organized. This 
looks forward to the establishment of another church, depending upon the increase

Salary Aid Adjustment 


To the increase in the cost of living, the Board of American Missions had responded 
with a cost of living bonus. In 1949 this bonus had risen to 30% of the salary aid 
grant. For 1950 this bonus was discontinued, but the relative amounts were incor- 
porated in the regular salary aid grants. In every instance our mission pastors and 
the congregations accepted the necessary adjustments. This evidences the exceptional 
: — of our mission pastors as well as the fairness of the Board of American

Building programs are the order of the day among our missions. Nine have either 
dedicated new churches or are in the midst of building programs. Six more have 
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their building plans well on the way. . . . Aggressive building programs like these are 
possible only by reason of the help of the Division of Church Extension. As of 


March 31, 1950, 32 congregations have $431,258 of Church Extension funds. This - 


is an increase of $185,213 over last year's report. Payments on Church Extension 
obligations amounted to $26,887 in the past year. The number of our missions has 
increased thereby calling for a larger total for salary aid in 1950. This year $30,650 
will be received in such salary aid. . In return, it is a joy to report that in 1949 
our missions contributed the sum of $43, 137.00 in total benevolence, | 


Future Fields 
Synod 3 with four Regional Home Mission Committees of the National 8 


Council. The purpose of these committees is to prevent overlapping fields and over- 


churched areas. Present procedure calls for more than merely finding a field. It must 
be applied for. It must be allotted by the respective Regional Committee. And, it 
must be accepted by the Board of American Missions. It is increasingly necessary for 
pastors to be watchful for areas where Synod should make application for entry. The 
Synodical Board promises to investigate all of the fields brought to its attention. 
Fields now allotted to the Synod are: 
Milwaukee, Wilson Park; an area on the South side. To be entered in 1950 by 
Missionary Shelhart. 
Appleton, the North area of this growing city. The disposition of this field is in 
the consultation stage. 
Minot, North Dakota, This area has been twice surveyed by our representatives. 
The latest survey was made by Missionary Hansen in January, 1950. On the 
basis of his report and recommendation, application was made for an exten- 
sion of one year. This was granted. 
Tanners Lake. This area lies east of the St. Paul city boundary. It has been 
in and out of the hands of Synod for some four years. Disposition awaits 
action by the Executive Committee. :

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


1. At the 1949 Convention the following amendments to the constitution were 
recommended by the then Committee on Constitution, for adoption at the 1950 
Convention of Synod. (See 1949 minutes of Synod, pages 67 and 68.) 

I. That paragraphs 1 and 5 of Article VI be amended to read: 5 

1. (a) The officers of this Synod shall be a president, a secretary and a 
treasurer, whose terms of office shall be three (3) years. They shall be elected in 
rotation one at each successive Synodical convention. The president and the 
secretars shall be ministers of this Synod, The election shall be by ballot and 
shall proceed without nomination and a two-thirds (2/3) vote shall elect. Should 
a fifth ballot be necessary the vote shall be confined to the two receiving the 

| 3 number of votes in the fourth ballot. After the sixth ballot a majority 
elect. 

(b) Each officer shall assume office on the first day of the third month suc- 
ceeding the month of his election. 

(e) The presidents of the conferences shall, in the order of their seniority 
in the ministry, be the vice- -presidents of the Synod. — 

3. Im case of a vacancy in any of these offices, the executive committee shall 
fill the same until the next meeting of the Synod, at which the officer shall be 
elected for the unexpired term. | 

2. At the same convention, Synod received a proposal to amend the constitution 

of Synod to extend the tenure of the officers of Synod to five (5) years, so that the 
first sentence in Art. VI, Section 1, would read, The officers of this Synod shalt be 
a president, a secretary, and a treasurer, whose terms of office shall be five ©) years 
(see 1949 minutes, page 42). 
- - Your committee recommends that since proposal 2 concerns a revision of proposal 1, 
as well as of our present constitution and articles of incorporation, it be disposed of 
by Synod prior to its action on proposal 1. The necessary review of both propositions 
has been made by the Executive Board of the U.L.C.A. 

3. The action on proposed amendments to Synod's articles of incorporation by 
the 1949 Convention (see n.inutes of Synod, 1949, page 68), is presented for final 
adoption by this Convention. 

WHEREAS, under the Statutes of the State of Minnesota, particularly Section 
315.23 of the Revised Statutes, the State of incorporation of The English 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, the resolution or articles of its 
incorporation may be amended by resolution adopted by, said Synod at two 
regular successive sessions thereof, to be then certified, verified, and recorded as 
in and by said Statutes provided; | | 


NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 

- RESOLVED by The English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, 

that the resolution or articles of its incorporation be amended as follows: 
Section 1. The first paragraph of Article THIRD shall read: 


THIRD: The name of the General Church body to which this Synod be- 
longs is, The United Lutheran Church in America, incorporated under the 
laws of the State of New York, successor by merger to The General Council of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of North America, and the name of the body 
so organizing this corporation is, The English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
the Northwest. Said y incorporating is composed of congregations in Minne- 
sota, and adjacent states and Canadian provinces. Each parish shall be entitled 
to send as many lay as it has clerical delegates to the meetings of said Synod. 
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Section 2. The first two paragraphs of Article FOURTH shall read: 

- FOURTH: The number and official titles of the officers of said corporation, 
by and through whom said corporation shall act, shall be: a president, secretary, 
and treasurer, who shall be elected in rotation one at each successive Synodical 
convention and shall hold office for the term of three years, beginning on the first 
day of the third month succeeding the month of his election and until his successor 
is elected and qualified, and who, together with the president and a lay delegate 
from each conference, shall constitute the executive committee or board of directors 
of said corporation. The presidents and delegates from the conferences shall be 
elected by the members of the conference, as provided in the constitution and the 
presidents shall, in the order of their seniority in the ministry, be the vice-presi- 
dents of said corporation. | 

Vacancies among said officers shall be filled by said executive committee until 
the next Synodical convention, at which the officer shall be elected for the un- 
expired term. Wacancies among the presidents and lay delegates from the confer- 
ences shall be filled as provided in the constitution. 


The proposed amendments have been reviewed by the Executive Board of the 
2 L. C.A. and the Assistant Attorney General of the State of Minnesota.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
SOCIAL MISSIONS 


Your committee on Social Missions, after a careful study of the needs of the existing 
Welfare Agencies operating within the territory of our Synod, offers the following 
recommendations: 


1. Serving in the several states on the territory of the Synod of the Northwest 


are Lutheran Welfare Societies which have achieved wide recognition for the vitality 


and high character of their Christian ministry of mercy. In order that the status of 
these service agencies be clarified and accepted, it is recommended that the following 
named agencies be recognized and endorsed as accredited social welfare agencies of 
Synod in their respective states, namely: | | | 
Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin 
Lutheran Welfare Society of Minnesota 
Lutheran Welfare Society of North Dakota 
Lutheran Welfare Association of Montana 
2. It is further recommended that the Committee on Social Missions be authorized 
by Synod to act as its agent in the development and maintenance of close relationships 
with the Societies in such matters as receiving and reviewing service and financial 
Sa review of programs, and suggesting nominees for membership on Boards of 
irectors. 


*Also receives pension under Contributory Pension Plan. 
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3. It is urged that these Lutheran Welfare Agencies be given the moral and 
financial support of the congregations of Synod. : a 

4. As new Inner Mission agencies and institutions may be projected or as estab- 
lished organizations may seek the moral and financial support of Synod, it is recom- 
mended that the Committee on Social Missions study and review these programs in 
close cooperation with the Board of Social Missions of the U. L. C. A. and with the 
Division of Welfare, National Lutheran Council and, after approval of the Executive 
Board of the U.L.C.A., recommend appropriate action to Synod. 

5. In early 1949, the National Lutheran Council, Division of Welfare, released a 
survey of Lutheran Health and Welfare Services in Minnesota. It was revealed in the 
survey that there are at present in Minnesota under Lutheran auspices some 20 Homes 
for the Aged, 10 Hospitals, 6 Children’s Agencies and Institutions, several Chaplaincy | 
_ Service programs and other inner mission services. A number of recommendations were 
made pertaining to the programs of the individual agencies in order to strengthen the 
total Lutheran program through closer coordination and elimination of duplicating — 
services. 

In particular, it is recommended in the survey that a Federation of all Lutheran — 
Health and Welfare agencies be organized. A constitution for the proposed Federation 
has been prepared and released to all Agencies and Church groups. | 
| The Committee on Social Missions recommends that Synod seek approval of the 
Executive Board of the U. L. C. A. to affiliate with the proposed Federation and that 
the president of Synod be authorized to appoint synodical representatives to serve in 
the Federation. 

6. In the Resettlement Program of Displaced Persons from Berove our Lutheran | 
Church has participated in a great 20th century adventure in Christian fellowship. We 
urge our congregations to continue their active support of this program by coopera- 
tion with Lutheran Welfare Societies in their areas so that the parish and agency may 
work together for the effective resettlement of our new neighbors into the Christian 
fellowship of America.

program. Wherever a pastor used the program he was impressed with the results. 
Our task in the Church is above all others to bring men into a saving relationship 
with their Saviour. The program of lay Evangelism is a means of extending ourselves 
to reach more people. We earnestly urge all pastors to cooperate wholeheartedly with 
the 1951 program of our Synod. 


Men for the Ministry : 


To carry out the responsibility invested in this office to win men.for the ministry 
and to be the Field Representative for Northwestern Seminary, your secretary has 
carried on the following activities. 

At the requests of pastors we have arranged for the appearance of members of the 
faculty of Northwestern Seminary to present the cause of the Christian ministry. 

We have met with five groups of young men and their pastors to discuss the matter 
of the Christian ministry. 

We held very profitable Christian service institutes at Fond du Lac, Wisconsin, on 
May 22, 1949, Milwaukee and Racine on May 7, 1950. Another will be held May 
21 in Oshkosh. 

Nine Thiel College students were guests at our office at Northwestern Lutheran 
Seminary on April 14. 

In the five Bible Camps in which I taught last summer, I presented the cause of full 
time service and had the campers fill out vocational blanks. | 

We have continued our interviews with young men and have engaged in much cor- 
respondence trying to stir their interest in the ministry. 

Our files of likely young men are growing and we will continue our efforts to win 
men to this great calling.

Very early in the planning, the Stewardship Committee recommended to the 
Executive Committee that the Synod of the Northwest combine CHEY with LWA 
for 1950 and 1951. They suggested that we attempt to raise a minimum of a half 
million dollars and that 68.6% be given to CHEY and 31.4% be devoted to LWA. 
This plan was approved and was adopted by most of our congregations. 

The officials of CHEY and LWA cooperated with us in the preparation of materials 
for our combined appeal. 

Your secretary was designated as director for both appeals. An organization was 
set up by Conferences and Districts. The Conference Presidents acted as conference 
chairmen. Twenty-two districts were formed. 

The Dr. Fry meetings were our first promotional effort. | 

Your director met with numerous planning committees and cared for our delegation 
at the Regional meeting in Chicago. Sixty-two pastors, eleven laymen, and one Dea- 
coness from our territory were present. 

We met with the Synodical Directors for CHEY and later with the Regional Director. 
We held a meeting for our District leaders and the National Director. 

We arranged itineraries for speakers and the sound films. ; . 

We produced a film on our Seminary. 

The Seminary Choir cooperated with us and gave nineteen full concerts in our 
territory as well as appearing frequently in the Twin City area. 


Numerous meetings were held with the chairmen of districts and congregations. 


Rallies were planned for most of the districts. — 

Our office provided materials to General Headquarters for the publicity that con- 
cerned our Synod. Our office cared for a tremendous amount of clerical work and 
aided in the distribution of certain printed materials. 

We prepared bulletin inserts and made use of the Synodical Bulletin to make 
everyone aware of the appeal.

REPORT ON STUDENTS IN NON. LUTHERAN 
SCHOOLS 


Ihe Student Service Division of the National Lutheran Council is responsible for 
the work of our church among the Lutheran students in Non-Lutheran institutions. 


That more extensive work is not done is due entirely to a lack of funds. Lutheran 
Student centers should be built at many schools, more counsellors should be provided 
and more Student Pastors should be called. e ea are tremendous but the 
Division simply does not have the money. 


Our student work at the University of Wisconsin is directed by the Rev. Henry 
Hetland: at the University of Minnesota by the Rev. Wm. Larsen; at North Dakota 
Agricultural College in Fargo and Moorhead State Teachers College by the Rev. John 
Schultz. The development of our newest work at Fargo-Moorhead has been rapid 
and financial growing pains have been experienced. Plans are being initiated for a 
center to be built on the campus that will make possible greater service to the 1700 
Lutheran students now being served. 


We are thankful to the Synod for the additional funds made available for our 
work at the University of Wisconsin, University of Minnesota and at schools in 
North Dakota. Your committee expresses thanks also to the congregations and in- 
dividuals that have made special contributions. 


We are fully aware of the excellent work that is being done by Pastors and 
congregations in many centers of our Synod where institutions of learning have been 
established by churches or the state. iwe are grateful and extend our thanks to each 


and all.

The Wisconsin Conference at its meeting in September elected the Rev. L. Glenn 
Cloninger vice president to complete the unexpired term of the former vice president, 
the Rev. Amos G. Streich. The conference in carrying forward its plans for the develop- 
ment of Homes for the Aged has undertaken to approve the matter of participation in 
support of Old People’s Homes at Fond du Lac and at Oconomowoc and such other 
homes in which participation is feasible.

The Lord has blessed and sustained our seminary during another year of active and 


successful work. 
On October 14, 1950, the seminary will be thirty years old. It is the youngest - 


of the nine United Lutheran Church seminaries in America, and it now is the fifth 
The board voted to make our beloved president, the Rev. Paul H. Roth, D.D., presi- 


dent emeritus on the seminary’s 30th anniversary. This will be Dr. Roth’s 30th anni- : 


versary as a professor in the seminary and his 15th anniversary as its president. Dr. 
Roth will continue to teach in the seminary as a full time professor. 

72 students were enrolled during the past year. 70 of these men are now in attend- 
ance at the seminary. Among the interesting special activities during the past year 
at the seminary have been a class for sign language and an institute for church organists. 
A very successful convocation for pastors was held early in January. 

The seminary has an excellent choir with Middler Eden Nicholas as its director. 
Two trips were made during February and March, each letting for about a week, 
to congregations in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

There have been student-faculty Vesper meetings at which many distinguished speak- 
ers have been present. 

Up to March 13th, the students and faculty of the seminary had subscribed more 
than nine thousand dollars for the Christian Higher Education Year Appeal (CHEYA).. 

On September 22, 1949, the Rev. A. C. M. Ahlen was installed as professor of 
systematic theology and ethics. He is the first graduate of Northwestern Seminary to 
become a member of the faculty. 

During the past year, under the capable direction of the Rev. Paul L. Graf, Stew- 
ardship Secretary of the Synod of the Northwest, a short color and sound motion 
picture was professionally produced and added to the Carthage College picture. These 
two pictures were projected throughout the Synod to help prepare for the joint 
CHEYA-LWA effort on April 23, 1950. 

We are deeply grateful to our gracious Father in heaven for the great blessings that 
He has showered upon us, and for the great opportunities that are ours to serve Him. 

May this year of the great Christian Higher Education Year Appeal be one which 
will empower our seminary to better serve our blessed Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ 


in preparing ministers and missionaries to carry forward the work of His Church.

REPORT OF THE FOREIGN MISSIONS COMMITTEE 


Your committee thanks all congregations, Pastors and members for the support 
they have given this basic task of carrying out our Lord’s Great Commission. We 
realize the thousands of prayers that have ascended to the throne of Grace, the number 
of study classes held, the sermons preached, the high place of Missions at Conventions 
and Camps, the many evidences of increased interest. But the most tangible sign is 
financial receipts, reflected in regular benevolence and special gifts. For the first time 
in its history, the Board of Foreign Missions received over a million dollars . the 
Church. Our Synod has again led the way. 1 3 


$495,333.89 
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One of the high spots of the year in Foreign Mission endeavor, was the Commis- 
: sioning of the Rev. and Mrs. Gordon Lindemann, as Missionaries to Liberia. The ser- 
vice was held in Holy Trinity, St. Paul, July 10, with your committee chairman 
conducting the rites, assisted by Dr. P. H. Roth. As an illustration of interest and 
support of our own ambassadors, five congregations willingly assumed $600 shares 
of their support: Holy Trinity, St. Paul; Salem, Minneapolis; Salem, Albert Lea; 


Luther Memorial, Madison, and St. Paul's, Red Wing. This partial support plan is 
rapidly becoming very popular. We should support all of our own missionaries in 


this manner. Trinity, Appleton’s unit support has been transferred to the Rev. Louis 

Bowers, of Liberia. Ascension, St. Paul, has assumed a Parish Abroad in Japan. 
: There is evidence of deep interset on the part of many students at our Seminary. 
This was increased by the visit of Missionary Bowers, who spent a few days living 
there, speaking and interviewing students. It is fostered continuously by the faculty, 
notably Prof. Raun, and our Stewardship Secretary. Recently he arranged a con- 
ference of quite a few students with your committee chairman. Let us all Pray the 
Lord of Harvest that He will send forth laborers into His vineyard all over the world. 

We rejoice in the continued faithful service of our Synod’s Missionaries; Douglas 
Erickson is sticking to his post in China in spite of great obstacles; Wilbur Wicklund 


is doing a grand work in Evangelism in India, baptizing many converts; Earl 


Guequierre's pioneer work in the Argentine is bearing fruit; George Flora is in charge 
of the office and a new congregation in Monrovia, Libera, conserving many of the 
youth trained in our schools who move to the capital; Paul Lewis supervising our 
increased building program in Liberia; Myrtle Onsrud is nursing in our fine hospital 
in Chirala, India; Hazel Biederbeck is working in Tanganyika, Africa; the Rev. 


Donald Mosling and family sailed for India December 10, 1949. We regret that 
Lydia Reich has resigned from the Board due to her inability to return to China; she 


is Superintendent of Nurses in the Trumbull Hospital, Warren, Ohio. Last, but not 
least, Dr. Edwin Moll is continuing his important work in Palestine, conserving and 
strengthening the Evangelical cause for the Lutheran World Convention. Let us daily 
remember these friends in our prayer s. 

There was no Epiphany Appeal in 1950 due to CHEY. However, excellent Sun- 
day School material was printed to be used with the regular lessons. The 1951 
* will be for Phoebe Hospital in Liberia; goal $50,000. We urge this W 
cause upon the Sunday Schools. 


We again urge greater use of all helps from the Board. The magazine maintains 


its standard of excellence; tracts and literature are available; new films and slides in 
color are being produced. We especially recommend the Japan picture, Fujita. 

This report would not be complete without grateful recognition of the faithful 
work of the Women's Missionary Society. 

Finally, your Board is aware that the real work is on the fields. There are grave 
problems; the transition from Mission status to a National Church is not easy; young 
churches are like a baby learning to walk alone; political changes are taking place in 
many lands,.sometimes not too favorable to Missions. But Christ is still with His 
Church, and we constantly seek His guidance and strive to do His will. He alone is 
King of Kings and Lord of Lords, the ultimate Conqueror. | :

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS FOR 
THE MINISTRY 


The Committee on Students for the Ministry has never wearied of reminding Synod 
of the continuing need of men for the ministry. The need has always been present. 
But that need is disturbingly real today throughout all of Protestantism in America. 
Some denominations, we are informed, are dangerously and desperately short of men 
to fill vacant pulpits and of pupils to answer the call of the seminaries. Despite the 
fact that our own Seminary in the Synod of the Northwest enjoyed the highest enroll- 
ment in its history, and that our Synod faced no critical shortage of pastors, the United 
Lutheran Church in America must face the stern realities too. It was pointed out 
that in a recent year the ULCA added 23 congregations. In that same year eighty 
pastors were removed from the roll by death or other reasons; but only ninety-five | 
pastors were admitted—most of them newly ordained nien just graduated from the 
seminary. That meant a net increase of only fifteen. Result: more congregations with- 
out pastors. 

The Church must constantly produce a supply of men that is sufficient to (a) 
replace those who no longer can serve, (b) man the new missions that are established, 
and (c) fill the offices of synods, boards and agencies in a growing Church with an 
expanding service. Where does the supply of men come from for our seminaries? 
_ Until recently there was no authoritative, up-to-date information available on the 

subject of where, what, and how men are led into the ministry. Recently the Metho- 
dist Church published an interesting survey which supplies some answers. This study 
of 1,978 ministerial students shows that the most influential person in guiding men 
into the ministry is the pastor. He was twice as effective as the next most influential 
person, the mother f the student; and three times as effective as the father, who was 
next in line. But this pastor-father-mother combination provided the leadership that 
guided two-thirds of all the students. Most other associates of the student were sur- 
prisingly ineffective, as were outside influences (listed as “‘evangelist’’ and “‘missionary’’) . 
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Focusing our attention on things here at home, we rejoice in 15 growth of our 
seminary and are cheered and heartened by its mighty ministry, and this year's all-time 
high in enrollment. It speaks well for our school. It gives us a comfortable feeling, 
a glow of satisfaction. We feel that we of the Northwest Synod at least are doing our 
part in providing for the future leadership of the Church. But let us remember that 
the increase in enrollment does not in itself provide us with the answer to what we 
as a synod, as pastors and as people, are actually doing to supply the continuing and 
growing need of men for the ministry. It is apparent that a certain amount of seminary 
enrollment growth is natural, the result of a larger Synod, with more members and 
more pastors. Moreover, drawn by a variety of factors, a surprising proportion of our 
students at our seminary have come from without the Synod. Taking into account 
these two considerations, (a) natural growth and (b) extra-synodical students, it is | 
safe to say that we pastors and people of the Synod have not provided as many stu- 
dents for our seminary as our seminary enrollment might indicate. It is the feeling ; 
of your committee that we, as a Synod, are not doing all that we can do; that many 
of us can do much more; that all of us should do much more, 1 
We are in no danger of producing an oversupply of men. There are opportunities 
not only for all that are presently graduating from this seminary, but for many more— 


if not in our own Synod, in other expanding Synods. We ask our pastors to keep ,

The Rev. Carl H. Bartsch, D.D., pastor of Holy Trinity English Lutheran Church, 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, passed away April 10th, 1950, at the age of 61. He was 
born in Warren, Pennsylvania, on October 25th, 1888. He graduated from Thiel 
College, Greenville, Pa., in 1913, and from Mt. Airy Lutheran Theological Seminary, 


Philadelphia, Pa., in 1916. He was honored with the degree of Doctor of Divinity 


in 1945, by his alma mater. 


Pastor Bartsch was ordained by the Pittsburgh Synod in 1916 and accepted a call 


to First English Lutheran Church, Winnipeg, Canada, where he served for one year. 
He was called to Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, in 1917, and served that congregation 
faithfully for the long term of 32 years. He guided the congregation from a little 
group of 250 souls to one of the largest congregations of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, with a membership of over two thousand. 

It has been said of Pastor Bartsch that he did far more than gather a great multitude 
of people together into an organization. He inspired and instructed them in Christian 
grace and knowledge, so that his congregation has become a light and inspiration all 
through the Synod of the Northwest and throughout The United Lutheran Church in 
America, by its prayers, interests and gifts for the cause of the Gospel throughout the 
whole world.“ 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Caroline Wineow Bartsch: three sons, Carl H., Jr., an 

accountant; the Rev. James David, pastor of Mt. Zion Church, Wauwatosa, Wis., and 
Robert Luther, a student at Northwestern Seminary, Minneapolis. Someone has said: 
“No tribute to a minister is greater than that of his sons following his vocation. His 
beloved wife, Carrie, loved by the congregation for her own devotion to the church 
and to her husband’s great career as well as for her own gracious personality, has the 
rich memory of great years of service and blessing to sustain her.’ 
Ihe funeral service was conducted April 13th, in Holy Trinity Church, by the 
Rev. Paul E. Bishop, President of the Synod of the Northwest, assisted by the Rev.

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Report of the Westen Missionary Society 


The past year, 1949-50, has been a history- making one for the Women's Mission- 
ary Society. It was a year of conventions. The triennial convention of the General So- 
ciety met at Grand Rapids, Michigan, September 29 to October 3; and the biennial 
convention of synodical, which celebrated its 25th anniversary, met at Racine, Wis- 
consin, October 9-11, 1949. 
Major items of business at Grand Rapids were: 

1. Adoption of an $820,000.00 budget for the current year. 

2. A change from DUES to FREEWILL offerings. 

The new ideal of freewill offerings in the congregational society may 10 inter- 
preted as follows: 

That in the congregational society a freewill offering be received at each stated 
meeting for the general budget of the Women’s Missionary Society, which offering 
shall replace the former dues. 

3. Members no longer are reported according to the amount of dues sent in. 

A member is one who is interested in the purpose of the Women's Missionary 
Society so that: 

‘a. She will attend stated meetings of her congregational society whenever possible: 

b. She will make a reasonable contribution toward the budget of the Women’s 
Missionary Society. 7 

4. Former specially designated offerings at Christmas, Lent, and for India Lace 


Day were discontinued. 
This does not imply that the budget can be met without these offerings. but that 


they will be received as Thank Offerings, go into the Thank Offering fund, which in 


turn goes into the General Society budget. 
(Since synodical societies may designate part of their increased Thank Offering to 


projects taken from the regular budget, our Northwest has asked that it be allowed to 
continue the full support of Mrs. James W. Miller, missionary to Liberia, and the 
581.000. 00 toward the Canadian Pastors’ travel fund. This project was formerly sup- 


ported through our Lenten Self Denial offerings.) _ 

5. The new Triennial Objective is three-fold, based on the letters of the society, 
W-M-S, and represent Worship-Membership-Stewardship. At Grand Rapids our North- 
west nominee for the Executive Board, Mrs. M. F. Rheingans, was elected. Mrs. J. E. 
Tepoorten is serving her second three-year term as Life Membership and In Memoriam 


secretary.

The synodical convention was fortunate in having Mrs. C. W. Baker, Jr., president 
of the General Society, and Mrs. James W. Miller, missionary to Liberia, as guest 


speakers, 
| Mrs. Baker was again on our territory in January when she attended the annual 


meeting of the National Lutheran Council in Minneapolis. She spoke at a rally to 
about 300 women, | 
Funds 


The society's receipts for the biennium were $68,616.67, the largest in its history. 
Since the fiscal year closes in June, the current year's report cannot be given. Some 
concern was felt when freewill giving went into effect, but reports for the first two 
quarters show an increase!

A total membership was reported of 4147 in 154 societies; a net gain of 650 mem- 
bers and of 21 societies in 2 years.
